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Katrina’s Forgotten Survivors

Throughout most of the past month of September, almost 
every newscast around the world included coverage of the 
disaster caused by hurricane Katrina in the United States Gulf 

Coast. However, while extensive in scope all of these 
reports failed to mention the problems and consequent 
Logs suffering which afflicted approximately eight thousand 
. residents of Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama. This 
extensive news reporting included stories detailing how 
parents were separated from their children, the fact that 
racial minorities and the poor had been displaced from 
their simple homes. In addition, these news stories 
~ highlighted the fact that senior citizens were for the 
" most part rescued from their residences, the damage and 
revenue loss to businesses was extensive, pets were 
rescued from their deserted neighbourhoods and the 
overall economic ruin of the region. 


But what happened to the news items about the many 
thousands of displaced persons with HIV and AIDS who are 
without their medications, their doctors, their support system of friends and in 
some cases the hospice, which they had called home being destroyed by Katrina? 


“Pm very frustrated right now,” said Noel Twillbeck, Executive Director of the 
NO/AIDS task Force, the oldest HIV/AIDS Task Force in the Gulf South. “We 
absolutely have to get people their medication. This is a frightening situation.” 


Can you imagine arriving at an emergency shelter, far from your home, operated 
by the American Red Cross, The Salvation Army, Second Harvest or a local church 
group and your very first words as a survivor are something to the effect, “I need 
HIV/AIDS medication?” Social stigma would only add to the trauma already being 
suffered under circumstances which are unimaginable to most of us in our everyday 
lives. 


Medical care for most HIV/AIDS patients is very complex and without past 
medical records the physicians at temporary emergency centres would not be 
expected to know how to treat each individual patient. The U.S. Federal 
Department of Health and Human Services has yet to announce a plan to guarantee 
medication and health care to these particular evacuees. Yet another demonstration 
of the delay in reaction by the U.S. Government to this national emergency. But in 
the George Bush administration, it's not a totally surprising situation, given the 
nature of those affected by the President’s inaction. 


Fortunately, several drug companies are offering free medications. But with a 
collapsed infrastructure, there exists a problem to provide the right drugs to the 
right patient in addition to delivering them to the right location at the right time. 
This is an enormous logistical challenge for those involved with emergency patient 
care. Even more concerning is the fact that many of these displaced persons are 
suddenly finding themselves without prescription insurance as their employers are 
no longer in business and therefore their health insurance is automatically cancelled 
without question by the insurers. 


Help is not guaranteed even for those who managed to escape to another major 
city like Houston. The massive influx of HIV/AIDS patients to clinics, which were 
already understaffed at the time of the disaster, has resulted in the stretching of 


already limited resources and making hospice accommodation almost impossible to 
find. 


Without question for this particular minority group of Katrina survivors, their 
future is a greater challenge than anything they have faced to date. 


However, over the rainbow there are signs of hope and help on the horizon. 


Not surprisingly, coming to the rescue is an organisation from San Francisco 
known as Under One Roof, aptly named even before Katrina ripped the roofs from 
so many Gulf Coast homes. Established in 1990 to generate unrestricted funding for 
AIDS service organizations, this group has created The Above And Beyond Fund to 
assist HIV/AIDS organisations devastated by hurricane Katrina. Their goal is to 
assist health facilities in the region to open their doors again as soon as possible. 
Restoring services to individuals living with HIV/AIDS in their own neighbourhoods 
by familiar service providers is their top priority. 


To date, Under One Roof has distributed more than $3.8 million dollars to 


seventy HIV/AIDS groups in its fifteen- 
year history, making it worthy of this 
new challenge. All funds raised by this 
initiative will go directly to Katrina’s 
HIV/AIDS victims and their support 
network of organisations. 


At the time of writing this column, 
the first cheques have been disbursed 
to qualifying agencies. The hope is for 
many more to come in the future 
according to Mike Marshall, Executive 
Director, Under One Roof. 


Now it’s time for us to become the 
good neighbours to our American family 
South of the border. 


Even if you personally donate to 
other organisations like the Canadian 
Red Cross, United Way, Salvation Army 
or other international charities your 
donation to this cause is important. 
Not to minimise the efforts or the 
valuable services provided by these 
international charities but it will take 
time for money to filter through their 
infrastructure to the AIDS/HIV 
sufferers. Under One Roof will accel- 
erate that process and support other 
initiatives already underway in the 
region.

A Starry Night for Fall

Fall has clearly arrived in Vancouver. The temperature has dropped, the rain has 
returned and the clouds are hanging low overhead. But the gloomy forecast doesn’t mean 
that we aren't looking forward to at least one more Starry Night this season. The 
Shooting Stars Foundation’s annual fundraiser, Starry Night, will again fill the Stanley 
Theatre in November with its exceptional effort and incredible talent. 


The annual event has become a staple in both the arts and fundraising communities in 
Vancouver during its twenty year run—and for good reason. Created in 1985 as a 
theatrical and musical means of fundraising for local HIV/AIDS charities, Starry Night 
continues to draw incredibly loyal audiences that return year in and year out. They are 
drawn by the unique energy and enthusiasm displayed by each and every one of the 
performers at the event as well as those working behind the scenes. 


“We began as a single event just twenty short years ago,” explains the Shooting Stars 
Foundation’s Executive Director Kendra Sprinkling. “A lot of groups produce a single 
charity event but that is our sole purpose—to produce unusual events that have appeal 
because of their uniqueness,” she says. 


Starry Night benefits the Shooting Stars Foundation. Incorporated in 1995, the founda- 
tion is a special events organization that strives to bring that ‘uniqueness’ to life in 
engaging ways to raise funds for a number of local charities in great need of support. 


“Essentially,” explains Sprinkling, “we are a special events company that raises money, 
as frugally as possible, to disburse to groups that are often overlooked or neglected.” 


Starry Night, like a handful of other events that the foundation stages each year, collects 
valuable and desperately needed donations for eight local HIV/AIDS charities. The benefi- 
ciaries range from A Loving Spoonful, which provides nutritious meals to those living with 
HIV and AIDS, to the McLaren Housing Society, which strives to provide the same group 
with affordable housing, which is so hard to find now in the Greater Vancouver area. In 
2004, the Shooting Stars Foundation donated a record-breaking $67,500 to exceptional 
local charitable groups, who would most likely not be able to host such events themselves 
given budget and staffing constraints. 


“Most charities are fuelled by volunteers and corporate sponsorships. If they weren't, 
there wouldn’t be any money to give away at the end of the day,’ says Sprinkling. “I think 
we have to take care of our own.” 


And Sprinkling has been doing just that for years now. She, herself, was a performer at 
the first Starry Night after friend David Harrison, the revenue developer for the Arts Club 
Theatre, asked her to appear as a performer in a one-night fundraiser. Ten years later, 
Harrison himself succumbed to AIDS, but not before asking Kendra to take on the charge 
and continue working to bring Starry Night to the stage each year. 


The lengthy time with the charity, though, is sometimes less a celebration and more a 
constant reminder that we are all still struggling to overcome the challenges of a ruthless 
disease. “For me personally...it is bittersweet,” reflects Sprinkling. “We never expected 
that we would still be needing to raise funds for AIDS in twenty years. At the same time, 
the amount of support we receive is quite moving to me.’ 


That support often comes from a variety of locally, nationally and even internationally 
known artists, actors, musicians and performers who crowd the Starry Night stage each 
year. Previous guest performers at the event have run the gamut from renowned 
Canadian actress and director Helen Shaver to Britain’s legendary Sir lan McKellen. 


The arts community, in particular, comes together for these causes quite unlike any 
other community.And this fact has not been lost on Sprinkling and her supporters. “There 
is something in the genes that creates an artist that makes them want to help in the best 
way they can,” she says. ‘“Generally, they are artists because they love what they do and if 
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it can raise money for something they 
care about—look out!” 


The sentiment is echoed by local 
rhythm and blues legend Sibel Thrasher. 
Currently performing throughout China, 
Thrasher will be returning to the Starry 
Night stage again this November to take 
part. She can certainly see how impor- 
tant the event has also become to those 
involved. “We, as entertainers, love to 
show our love for others like this. We are 
strong that way,’ she says. “We come 
together and sing and dance and act to 
help others to feel better, feel happier, 
feel stronger.” 


But the evening is not simply a treat 
for performers, who raise money by 
doing what ‘they love to do’. It also is a aoe: 7 Y : 
joy for those that attend. “It is essentially Performer Bill, Henderson? 
a variety show that includes seasoned : 
performers and up-and-comers, who give 
it their all?’ explains Sprinkling. “It [has] a lot of heart...often a little cheeky and not too 
precious. Authentic and soulful at the same time,’ she continues. 


That ‘soul’ has audiences returning each year, eager to help but also to be entertained. 
And the audience continues to grow.“In the infant days of the disease—the gay commu- 
nity was entirely supportive of Starry Night and we have maintained a lot of that base,” 
says Sprinkling. “At the same time, we have been able to reach out to the community at 
large. Many of the guests who attend the show have been coming for years and treat the 
event as a way to say hello to people that they now regard as friends.” 


A number of local charities provide exceptional fundraising events and the Shooting 
Stars Foundation has recognized the need to keep one step ahead of the crowd by 
providing truly unique offerings. Starry Night is but one of their annual presentations. 
“We are trying to create events that pique interest in different niches”, explains 
Sprinkling.“We do a show called Fit for a Queen that was a sell-out the first year and will 
continue to do very well because there are a lot of people that see drag in Vegas and love 
it but don’t know about all the great shows happening in Vancouver.’ She continues, 
“Motown Meltdown is a huge show—where else can you hear an eleven-piece band and 
thirty singers all performing great versions of old classics? You have to have an angle to 
survive and we are trying to take that into consideration with every event that we 
produce.” 


It is not simply public 
support Sprinkling and 
the Shooting Stars 
Foundation count on 
each and every year. 
Corporate sponsors are 
a big part of charitable 
success in Vancouver and 
Starry Night is no 
different. Title sponsor 
Vancity is back again this 
year and _ Sprinkling 
couldn’t be happier. 
“Some people feel that a 
charity is selling out 
when they allow a corpo- 
ration to become 
involved,” she says. “But if 
you are very careful who you become partners with, in terms of their mandate and 
mission statement, it can be an absolutely wonderful fit. | am very proud to be involved 
with Vancity. They...give money to groups that are not the ‘easy’ organizations to fund 
and | applaud that.” 


As the years have progressed and the foundation has become more established, one 
would hope that the work has become easier. Alas, in a day when natural disasters and 
violent movements across the globe continue to dominate the news, the work never 
becomes simple. “It is never easy. | lose hair and sleep with each new production, as I’m 
sure all producers do,” says Sprinkling. But Vancouver might just be the right place to 
continue the struggle. “This has become a very sophisticated city, | think, and people are 
generally interested in artistic endeavours,’ says Sprinkling. Then she adds, “It is a city 
with a heart.” 


And the astounding line-up is full of performers who share the same attitude. Vocalist 
Sibel Thrasher, for example, concurs.“As a performer,” she says, “the opportunity to share 
with so many others is definitely a blessed treat.” 


And so, Starry Night might just be the perfect artistic and charitable event for local 
fans—by truly exemplifying how connected we all are. “At the risk of sounding totally 
corny,’ says Kendra Sprinkling finally, “there is a sense of ‘oneness’ in the theatre and it is 
felt by everyone involved.”

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Throwing Rainbow Rocks

If one had to list the sports in which openly gay and lesbian athletes have famously 
excelled, one could do worse than tennis (Bill Tilden, voted in 1950 as the Associated 
Press’s greatest tennis player of the half-century), diving (Greg Louganis, quadruple 
Olympic goal medallist), figure skating (Rudy Galindo, 1996 US men’s champion) and 
swimming (Mark Tewksbury, Canadian Olympic gold medallist). 


Whether straight athletes or the mainstream media wish to acknowledge it, gay and 
lesbian competitors shine at the highest levels of virtually every sport known to man or 
beast. 


But curling? 
Absolutely, according to Evelyn Porter, President of Edmonton’s Curling with Pride. 


“This sport was made for us: the terminology, the lingo—it’s just hilarious” he states 
emphatically. 


(It is not difficult to see that an ice sport whose players regularly bellow the words 
“Hard! Hurry Hard!” would find some measure of favour in Canada’s gay community.) 


In addition to his duties as CWP President, Porter is also one of the chief organisers 
of Rainbow Rocks: The First Canadian Gay Curling Championships, which takes place at 
Edmonton’s Shamrock Curling Club, November | 1-13. 


The bonspiel hopes to draw the top two teams from queer curling leagues in Canada’s 
seven largest cities (Toronto, Montréal, Vancouver, Calgary, Edmonton, Ottawa and 
Winnipeg) plus two wildcard entries. 


Held in conjunction with CWP’s annual Icebreaker bonspiel, the championship is the 
centrepiece of a full weekend of socials, club nights, breakfasts and thrilling curling action. 


Although Rainbow Rocks may not quite attract the level of competition (or sponsor- 
ship) of the Tim Horton’s Brier or Scott Tournament of Hearts, CWP Past-President 
Bryan Evans is certain that the level of play will be outstanding. 


“| think we're going to have curling that would give any curling organisation across the 
country a run for their money. We have some amazing curling teams in the gay leagues 
from coast to coast. And it’s going to be quite exciting to see them all show up in 
Edmonton and throw some rocks. | think it’s going to be great. | think it’s going to be as 
good... as you'll find anywhere.” 


According to both Porter and Evans, the idea for a Canadian gay curling championship 
evolved from discussions held at Calgary’s Apollo Western Cup several years back. The 
purpose of the original dialogue, explains Evans, was to find ways to encourage gay curling 
teams from the major centres to travel to the smaller cities’ annual bonspiels. 


“We were looking at having teams that were members of leagues across the country— 
they might gather points for every bonspiel they went to across Canada and different 
centres would be awarded different points,” he says. 


“So if you went to Vancouver you might get five points for your team, and if you came 
to Edmonton or Winnipeg, for example, you might get thirty points.And at the end of the 
year there might be a pool that the team that gathered the most points by going to the 
most bonspiels across the country would win a prize. That was where it started; that was 
our initial incentive.” 


The selection of Edmonton as inaugural host was based on several factors, says Porter, 
not the least of which was the capital’s rabid curling tradition (the 2005 Brier smashed 
attendance records). 


Yet despite the city’s infatuation with the sport, the organisers of the championship 
continue to struggle with finding sponsors. Rainbow Rocks is after all a gay event being 
held in a medium sized Alberta city, concedes a somewhat disappointed Porter, 


While he is not expecting much support from the business community this year, Porter 
feels that the potential exists, especially if the event were to be hosted by bigger cities in 
the future, for commercial sponsorship. 


“We are not a corporate headquarters here for some of the, if you will, ‘name brand’ 
corporations in Canada (if not globally), as [are] Vancouver, Calgary and Toronto,” Porter 
says. 


“All three of those centres, because we're all in this together, are working at it—I can’t 
tell you how hard!—but, they are working at corporate sponsorship for the nationals in 
their respective centres.” 


Securing financial support from businesses likely will play a crucial role in any plans for 
Rainbow Rocks’ future expansion, one of the main obstacles to which, not surprisingly, is 
the expense of flying in teams from distant cities.

“It may well be that next year it could be in Montréal or Ottawa,” notes Porter, “and 
we're going to have trouble getting two teams to go for cost reasons.” 


Despite there not being an established, recognised national gay curling organisation, 
both Evans and Porter feel that Rainbow Rocks has great potential to evolve into a recog- 
nised event on the Canadian queer sporting calendar. 


“Hopefully one day curling will become part of—and maybe that’s where this will end 
up— the Gay Games; that the Canadian champion represents Canada at the gay games,” 
says a hopeful Evans. 


“That would be an incredible journey for this sport to take.” W

One of the biggest screen idols of the 1950s and a singer whose number one chart hits 
occurred at the same time as his box office success, fab Hunter superstar seemed to have 
it all before he was twenty-five years old. Progressing from a stableboy on weekends and 
watching movies when he could afford the price of a ticket, at the age of nineteen Art 
Gelien was discovered by a Hollywood agent who transformed him into Tab Hunter and 
stardom awaited just around the corner. 


The Warner Bros. Studio publicity machine kicked into high gear with their new 
“beefcake” discovery. Very soon Tab was appearing on-screen, off-screen and on every 
newsstand in North America s j 
accompanied by the biggest 
leading ladies of the day— 
including Debbie Reynolds, 
Natalie Wood, Sophia Loren 
and Tallulah Bankhead—while 
dealing with the reality of being 
gay in a time when the word did 
not even exist. 


Amidst a secret relationship 
with Anthony (Psycho) Perkins 
plus friendships with James 
Dean and Rudolf Nureyey, the 
life of this young number-one 
box office attraction proved to 
be tumultuous. Fifty years later 
and now with his business and 
life partner, Allan Glaser, Tab 
keeps busy producing movies 
and riding his beloved horses 
on weekends. After recovering from quadruple heart by-pass surgery and a stroke, he 
now lives in Santa Barbara, California. 


In a career that included over fifty films, an equal number of singles and albums 
recorded, his own television show and numerous guest appearances on prime time series 
plus theatre throughout North America, Tab Hunter became an icon. 


Recently, Outlooks caught up with Tab at his Santa Barbara home for an exclusive inter- 
view in which he reflects upon his amazing career and the rollercoaster ride that led to 
his contentment today. 


Outlooks: At an early age you discovered two great loves in your life, horses and 
movies. Is that still true today? 


Hunter: | still enjoy horse riding on the weekends and | have a mare in Santa Fe that 
| will be bringing home to California soon perhaps for some breeding. I’ve judged and 
showed around the world including Vancouver, B.C. and Calgary. | find this involvement 
raising and training horses has always given me a touch of reality in an unrealistic world. 
As for my love of the movies, it’s hard to get films off the ground for an independent 
producer today but we're currently working on a couple of good projects. 


Outlooks: Your career has spanned more then fifty years through many different 
phases. What was your overall favourite period? 


Hunter: The most gratifying was live television. In the movies and taped T.V. shows, 
you might repeat a scene several times until the director was happy. Sometimes over and 
over and over! But when it was live, there was no second chance. It was frightening but 
the most rewarding. Plus in T.V. | worked with brilliant people like Mary Tyler Moore and 
Elizabeth Montgomery and many talented actors. 
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Outlooks: You are blessed with good looks, a great singing voice and a dynamic 
physique, how did you remain so grounded? 


Hunter: Sometimes | was maybe not so grounded. | mean when you're young it’s a 
constant struggle and you imagine everything will go on forever. Of course it doesn’t. As 
you mature you realize that it changes and you have to sort out the real from the unreal. 


Outlooks: In your teenage years did you visualize yourself being rich and famous or 
did you expect to lead an ordinary life? 


Hunter: | had no idea what was in store. | was always a dreamer. | loved motion 
pictures. My love of horses led to dreams of training them and winning top competitions. 
As | sat in the movie theatre, | dreamed of being up there on the big screen but not neces- 
sarily being a big star. 

Outlooks: The fact that you were a young gay man and enjoyed some freedom from 
responsibilities did this influence your goals or drive you to succeed? 


Hunter: | always wanted a close family. It was very important for me to have a loving 
family. This meant | was living two lives, my movie life and my hidden life. 


Outlooks: Your friends during your early career included Anthony Perkins, James Dean, 
Natalie Wood, Debbie Reynolds and your co-stars included John Wayne, Paul Newman, 
Sophia Loren and many more famous actors. How did you cope in your early twenties 
amongst such stars? 


Hunter: Well it was a strange feeling to be working with such big names. | never 
wanted to fall short in my work or let any of them down. They were such high-calibre 
actors and | was just 
starting. Also, the press 
could be so hurtful in their 
comparisons and criticisms. 
That was a great incentive 
for me to always try my 
hardest and always do my 
best work. My favourites to 
work with were Gary 
Cooper, Van Heflen and 
Fred Astaire. They were the 
greatest to make you feel at 
home and were good 
friends. 


Outlooks: In those early 
days of tabloid journalism 
you were victim to their 
sensationalism but not for 
being gay. How did you 
cope with the awful 
publicity about your dog? 


Hunter: Actually there 
were many hints about my 
being gay and | hated their 
style of constantly being 
vicious. My good friend and 
agent Dick Clayton was 
always supportive and gave 
sound advice on how to

from previous COPE with them and survive. 


Outlooks: Your starring role in the movie Damn Yankees was a major role in your 
career. How did you land this important lead part over the Broadway star of the original 
stage musical? 


Hunter: Well, all of the other major cast members were from the stage show so it 
was very difficult for me as the outsider. The director didn’t want me and he made it clear 
he was unhappy. It was very difficult for me. But Warner Bros. insisted they purchased 
Pillow Talk for Rock Hudson & Doris Day and Damn Yankees for me and that was just the 
way it was going to be! 


Outlooks: You co-starred with a very young Jean Stapleton and her character in Damn 
Yankees appeared like a young Edith Bunker in training for her future role in All In The 
Family. Was it strange for you years later to see her in the hit television series? 


Hunter: Yes. | liked Jean very much and she was fun to work with. She was perfect 
for the role of Edith Bunker and it was very similar to her character in Damn Yankees. She 
just fit both parts. 


Outlooks: How was the great, yet sometimes difficult, choreographer Bob Fosse to 
work with? 


Hunter: To me he was wonderful, never difficult. Course | told him right away | had 
two left feet! He was very patient with me. He just kept at it ‘till | finally learned to dance 
his way. 

Outlooks: During your dinner theatre performances you traveled to Canada for 
performances in Regina and Edmonton in the winter and froze. Did you ever return 
when the weather was more temperate? 


Hunter: Oh yes! | love Canada. I’ve skied in Jasper and Lake Louise. Mind you,|! got 
frostbite on my nose in Jasper! In Calgary, 1 worked on a Disney movie, which was being 
shot during Stampede. Horse competitions have taken me to Calgary and Vancouver, B.C. 
where | loved the combination of the oceans and the mountains. I’ve even driven from 
Calgary to Vancouver and enjoyed those beautiful sights. | have friends who have 
eae ig competed at Spruce 

Tab Meadows and I'd love to 
see that. Canada has so 
much to offer everyone, 
especially gays. 


Outlooks: When you co- 
starred in Polyester with 
Divine, a female imperson- 
ator, did it cause much 
controversy or reaction 
from your associates at the 
time? 


Hunter: Well my 
manager at the time was 
against it. | love John 


Waters’ work and | loved 
Divine so | did it because | 
wanted to and it didn’t 
matter what anyone else 
thought. Divine was one of 
my favorite leading ladies 
right up there with Sophia 
Loren, Rita Hayworth and 
Lana Turner. Because of 
Polyester Divine and | 
starred together again in 
Lust In The Dust the comedy 
western that Allan and | co- 
produced as our first film 
together.

Outlooks: Your very first day as a new contract actor for Warner Bros. studio, you 
visited Rock Hudson on the soundstage for his first film Fighter Squadron. Years later, he 
was one of your neighbours at the time of his death. How did this impact upon you? 


Hunter: | had heard that he was suffering from AIDS and was shocked. A producer 
friend and | arranged to visit with him in hospital. He was so frail and ill that | was taken 
aback. But he died shortly afterwards and it did so much to raise awareness for the need 
for AIDS research. He was a great man whom we lost too soon. 


Outlooks: You became known as one of the “beefcake” stars of the 1950s. Did you 
work out every day? 


Hunter: No. | was a great swimmer and all-around fitness buff but | like a natural 
look. | don’t like to see the people who look as though they just zipped on a second skin 


that’s rippled with muscles. My mother 
always said, “Just be an individual.” That’s 
what | tried to be. Natural bodies look 
the best. | hated working out but now it’s 
important for my health. 


Outlooks: Do you think famous 
people like Rosie O’Donnell and Ellen or 
shows like Will & Grace or the movie 
Philadelphia have made it easier today for 
young gay and lesbian actors? 


Hunter: It’s important that same-sex 
orientation is out there for people to see 
and understand. | don’t like it when it’s 
really in your face and too extreme. 
Everything has a time and place with no 
need to flaunt your own sexuality. Simply 
do the best you can in life. Do it your 
own way—straight or gay. 


Outlooks: It’s 2005 and if you were 
nineteen years old today what would you 
do differently with all the progress for 
same-sex equality? 


Hunter: | don’t envy young people in 
the movie and entertainment business 
today. Every move they make is watched 
by the media. They’re always looking for 
the negatives and overlook the positives. 
You still have to be careful and work hard 
to maintain a private life no matter what 
your sexual orientation is. It was fascinating being a part of the Golden Age of Hollywood 
and it offered me vast opportunities to travel and enjoy the good life. | do wonder what 
has happened to style and subtlety today. W

Like Alberta, the province of Saskatchewan celebrates its one-hundredth birthday in 
2005. Its centennial is being commemorated with a new chronology documenting the 
history of the province’s lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgendered and two-spirited communi- 
ties. 


Saskatoon archivist Neil Richards spent the summer compiling information for 
Celebrating a History of Diversity: Lesbian and Gay Life in Saskatchewan, 1971-2005. His 
work, being published this fall, will serve as an annotated reference to thirty-four years of 
GLBT social, political and cultural activities. 


The project was supported by the Avenue Community Centre for Gender and Sexual 
Diversity (formerly Gay & Lesbian Health Services) through funding from the provincial 
department of Culture, Youth and Recreation. Lottery-funded Centennial grants were 
available for projects highlighting Saskatchewan’s diverse cultural heritage and were 
received by several GLBT organizations. 


Richards jumped on his chance to complete the project while funding was available. 
Beginning in May, he spent three months sifting through newspaper clippings and newslet- 
ters, many of which he himself had collected over the years. 


“| tried not to begin with my memory and opinions, but to rely on printed sources”, 
says Richards, sitting in the Special Collections reading room at the University of 
Saskatchewan Library, where he worked until his retirement in 2002. 


Richards has served as a volunteer archivist of GLBT material for over thirty years, and 
during that time has preserved several generations of social, cultural, and organizational 
history. The Saskatchewan Archives Board’s Neil Richards Collection contains over 
sixteen linear meters of material, spanning the years 1957-2004. Richards has also been 
an active advocate and curator, coordinating activities for HIV-awareness initiatives Visual 
AIDS and the Day With(out) Art. In 1982 he co-authored Out on the Shelves, a library 
selection guide to gay and lesbian fiction; his 2003 exhibit All Frocked Up traced the 
history of cross-dressing in rural and urban Saskatchewan. 


Although Richards began his research with gay media sources such as Saskatoon-based 
Perceptions and Regina’s lesbian newsletter Sensible Shoes News, he preferred to refer- 
ence mainstream media sources whenever possible, as they are often more accessible. 
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“The goal here was to 
provide simple answers to 
the what, where, when and 
how questions traditionally 
posed by journalists,” he 
writes in the introduction to 
Celebrating a History of 
Diversity. “| refrained from 
speculating about motives, or 
analyzing meanings.” 

But in assembling the 
chronology, Richards aimed 
to dig more deeply than 
coverage of the frequent 
political battles which have 
been most likely to attract 
attention from mainstream 
media outlets. It’s the little 
things that seem to appeal 
most to Richards—the small resistances and flourishing local culture that have kept 
communities going during the difficult political times and AIDS crises of the 1980s and 
‘90s. 


Included is information about a variety of cultural and social activities including theatre, 
film, literature and visual art, as well as milestones in the development of GLBT organi- 
zations. 


According to Richards, Saskatchewan communities have long been active producers of 
their own unique brand of culture, influenced by rural/urban dichotomies, traditions of 
social conservatism and progressive populist politics. It makes for dense reading: a single 
page about 1978 touches on events as diverse as Florida orange juice spokesperson and 
anti-gay advocate Anita Bryant’s visit to Moose Jaw, Saskatoon’s Metamorphosis thanks- 
giving cultural festival and the opening of Prince Albert’s Gay Community Centre. 


Richards made a special effort to include sources from rural areas and smaller cities 
such as Moose Jaw, although printed references from outside Regina and Saskatoon were 
rare. Historically even very organized gay communities have had trouble receiving 
equitable media coverage; gay life in rural areas easily slips under the radar. 


He admits that this is a drawback of relying on printed reference sources. However, 
oral histories may be factually unreliable and just as unavailable as written histories. 
Among the realities of GLBT life outside large urban centres is that of outmigration; many 
early activists and elders who have not been lost have since relocated to larger centres 
such as Vancouver, Calgary, and Toronto. 


Richards also warns that the collection, by its nature, may underemphasize the role of 
organizations and businesses such as bars and coffee shops, whose stability rarely make 
headlines even within the GLBT community, but remain as cornerstones of Saskatchewan 
gay life. 

Richards’ wasn’t the only work done this summer on prairie GLBT history. UofS histo- 
rian Valerie Korinek is currently in the process of writing a book which takes a more 
qualitative approach toward the development of gay communities. Her research, several 
years in the making, uses personal interviews to compare and contrast the parallel devel- 
opment of organized GLBT communities in the three prairie provinces. 


In June, an updated version of Toronto bibliographer Alex Spence’s index Perceptions: 
the first twenty-two years, 1983-2004 was published; his work provides a comprehensive 
cross-referenced guide to the Saskatoon newsmagazine. 


Celebrating a History of Diversity will be distributed free of charge to libraries, 
schools, academics, and politicians across Saskatchewan. Richards hopes that it will 
become a valuable reference and stepping off point for researchers, as well as students 
looking to learn more about their province’s GLBT stories. 


Richards would like Saskatchewan’s newcomers and young people to know that 
advances in GLBT rights did not simply filter down from large centres like Toronto and 
San Francisco. He writes, “Although the province’s GLBT people have naturally been 
influenced by national and international events and by the global media, they have never 
been just passive consumers or simple imitators of a more urban queer culture.”

Following prayers and the exchange of vows, Zarow 
and Majeau exchanged simple gold rings. A kiss sealed the service, which was held under 
clear blue skies.

sex marriage in all ten provinces and three territories was proclaimed on July 20, but PE.I. 


government officials said the paperwork hadn’t been completed which caused a further 
delay here. 


Zarow and Majeau were visiting PE.I. for a family reunion and wanted to get married 


then. But they were told they could not get a marriage licence. The issue went before 


cabinet on the Tuesday. The couple was told they might be able to get a licence following 
that cabinet meeting but that didn’t happen either. 


Frustrated, Zarow and Majeau left for Nova Scotia Wednesday to get married over 
But before leaving 
PE.I., they stopped into Vital Statistics in Montague and while there, they filled out an 
application for a marriage licence anyway. 


From Nova Scotia, Zarow decided to make one last attempt to have her dream of 
being married in PE.I. fulfilled. She called the Premier's Office, Attorney General's Office 
and the Department of Health, which oversees Vital Statistics, Thursday morning. 


“I told the Premier’s office that | had been in to apply for a marriage licence and other 
couples were given their marriage licences and | was not,” Zarow said. “They walked away

happy and | didn’t. 


The California couple was resigned to getting married in Nova Scotia. But late 
Thursday afternoon, Zarow said she got the word she was waiting to hear. Health 
Minister Chester Gillan had approved the necessary changes and the marriage licence 
was waiting for them. Zarow and Majeau took the ferry back to PE.I. Friday morning, staff 
from Vital Statistics agreed to come into the office on the holiday, Gold Cup Day, to give 
them their licence, and friends scrambled to get the ceremony ready for Friday afternoon. 


Zarow said she is pleased she’s made it easier for other gays and lesbians to marry in 
PE.I. “From now on any couple can walk into the Vital Statistics office and simply fill out 
the paperwork as simply as anyone else,” said Zarow. “No one else will have to fight this 
battle.” 


Majeau said her heart is still in PE.I. and that’s why she wanted to get married here. 
Her cousin, Justice Jacqueline Matheson, was going to perform the service had they been 
able to get married the previous weekend. “When it became a possibility to marry in a 
place that | call home, it’s like never mind Halifax, we’re going to the Island,” she said. 


Rev. King said he’s performed many spiritual unions between same-sex couples, but this 
was the first official same-sex marriage in PE.|. It won't be the last. “I think it’s great,” 
said Rev. King. “Two loving individuals should be able to be together.” W

Holiday the Gay Way

Travel agents. They're the unsung heroes of the travel industry, the ones who put bums 
in seats so that cute and coy cabin crew can gallivant in Honolulu or layover in 
Lichtenstein. And Rainbow High Vacations is Canada’s largest gay and lesbian travel 
agency, headed up by Greg Kozdrowski. Recently we sat down to chat about their past, 
to find out what keeps them busy and to speculate about where business is heading. 


Tell us about the set-up of Rainbow High. 


Kozdrowski: Everybody in the office is an owner to get a stronger sense of commit- 
ment. As the majority shareholder, you could say I’m the boss, but realistically I’ve got 
four other partners. 


How old is Rainbow High? 


Kozdrowski: It was established in 1981,so we'll be celebrating twenty-five years next 
year. | purchased it with my partner, Ross, in the late 80s. It was really his company, but 
Ross died about four years ago. Leading up to that, | had to decide if | wanted to carry 
on the “family business”, then as Ross became more ill, | wound down my consulting 
practice and took on a larger role here. Before that, | had no experience at all. 


Did Ross mentor you? 


Kozdrowski: He did. And to a large extent, that’s been the model we’ve used for our 
staff. There are two models in the travel 
business. Either they hire fresh grads out of 
travel schools, or they develop their own staff. 
The second model gives us an opportunity to 
ensure people learn the skills we think they 
need to be effective in the business. 


What's your turnover like? 


Kozdrowski: Very low—the last time we 
had to hire somebody was at least five years 
ago. Although we're growing and need people 
to join us this fall—probably one experienced 
person and one we can train. 


How did Rainbow High begin? 


Kozdrowski: The business started with a 
very specific purpose. This advertising agency 
was doing so many trip giveaways they felt it 
would be easier to have their own travel — 
company. When they saw that tailing off, they 
looked for somebody to buy it. That’s when 
we moved in. 


Do you specialize in 
anything specific, like packaged 
vacations? 

Kozdrowski: Our specialty is 
gay and lesbian travel in all its 
forms. We do packaged vacations, 
cruises and flights, but an 
increasing part of our business is 
our in-house designed programs, 
available exclusively through us. 
That’s where we expect to see 
our biggest growth in the next 
few years. We develop these 
vacations, as opposed to buying 
from somebody else and putting 
Our name on it. 


How do discount 
agencies like Flight Centre affect 
you? 


Kozdrowski: When they moved in across 
the street we were anxious, but then realized 
we serve very different niche markets. | think 
we've done a good job in educating 
consumers that if they want a gay holiday 
they can’t do it at the last minute. They have 
to shop in advance because there are limited 
choices, and those choices disappear quickly. 


What areas are popular? 
Circuit parties? Cruises? 


Kozdrowski: We're seeing a lot of 
growth in “traditional” holidays, like a trip to 
Southern France or Greece, but with a gay 
sensibility in the content and itinerary. The 
circuit party scene is winding down and 
there’s been an upswing in active holidays like 
hiking or biking. And cruises have reached a 
new plateau—so many people want to do gay | | 
and lesbian cruises now. 


What are some of the more 
“colourful” areas your vacations delve into? 


Kozdrowski: You can never be surprised 
about why people want to visit a particular 
destination. We've had people say, “I want a 
holiday that revolves around rubber”, and 
while | don’t have much knowledge about 
that, we try to accommodate them. As we 
become better known, we're drawing more Br tavaa lim Vclectieusasce il (iim (cule 
of those kinds of inquiries. People want back): John Wilkie, Pat Barry, Deb Parent, 
unique vacations and we're probably best (iyaipyayiromstte/ai me Oa) sia Giget-ai Noy4el clay) 
suited to making that happen. 


We get a lot of people interested in leather, and there’s a big upswing in bear-related 
travel (they’ve recently posted the Puerto Vallarta “Beef Dip” posters outside their office). 
And while we've had interest in sexual tourism, we have reservations about doing that 
kind of work, so we'll re-direct them and hope they don’t come back. 


We haven't been particularly strong on the women’s side, but over the next six to eight 
months we want to bring on more programs specifically for them. 


Do any women work in the office? 
Kozdrowski: Yes. Two. 
How involved are you with the community? 


Kozdrowski: We take a lot of pride in the amount of sponsorship and contributions 
we make. (Laughs) In fact,a couple of years ago we really overspent and had to retrench. 
We get an endless parade of sports teams looking for giveaways or sponsorship, but 
obviously, we can’t say yes to everybody. We feel it’s a role and responsibility we have in 
the community. 


We've also become the face of gay travel...whenever the subject is in the news they 
call us. Reporters are always surprised to hear there are “all-gay” cruises...they think it’s 
like ten or twenty people. The mainstream media has no concept of the scale of gay 
travel. 


What's your typical customer like? 


Kezdrewski: Mainly thirty-five and older. | think that has to do with many of our 
products being more expensive than the average holiday. People fresh out of college or 
university find it hard to take that kind of vacation. But we're sensitive to that and are 
trying to develop products that are more affordable—we want to grow their business. 
Chances are they’ll come back later when they can afford to spend more. 


Do you deal primarily with Toronto clients? 


Kozdrowski: Yes, but we have a large clientele across Canada and the USA, and are 
working hard to have more presence in communities across Canada. 


Does that mean opening more offices? 


Kozdrowski: We had an office in Vancouver, and will probably re-open one in the 
next year or so. But so much is done online now, so there’s less need for local “bricks 
and mortar” locations. We have a decent website and are launching a new version in the 
next couple of months. That’s where we want to focus, to make it easier for anybody 
across the country to access these kinds of holidays.

Be still my heart! Matthew Duffy has it all going 
for him—his smouldering looks, his burgeoning 
music career with a dance single that’s charting on 
Billboard—did | mention that he’s a pop star who’s 
openly gay—and out to change the world? 


Duffy’s debut CD Here | Come, is a piece of 
electro-pop perfection that hearkens one back to 
the early eighties sounds with a modern edge. One 
certainly wouldn’t have to look beyond the video for 
his first single, Electric Shock, to see the ode to the 
decade of big hair and bad taste, with cheesy special 
effects, Transformers and Xanadu thrown into the 
mix. 


*I’ve always listened to Top 40 music, but | also listened to a lot of New Wave music 
growing up,’ Duffy says. “I knew that the sound that | wanted and that | was always drawn 
to was kind of electronic-oriented songs with pop hooks, like Depeche Mode, Erasure, 
Nine Inch Nails and Pet Shop Boys.” Duffy takes this sound, and builds on it with more 
traditional pop structures in his songs. 


Given its pop structure, Here | Come is filled with more mid-tempo than up-tempo 
songs, not that there aren’t a couple of great dance floor tracks like Little Bird or Take To 
The Sky. But the small number of dance music tracks is a bit surprising considering 
Duffy’s background. 


“| moved to New York to go to NYU as a dancer at Tisch School of the Arts,” Duffy 
says of his past. “Basically when | got done with school, | was at a semi-crossroads and 
didn’t want to continue dancing and go down that road where | wasn’t as passionate 
about it as | should be.” 


Being out in the New York scene soon put Duffy in touch with a number of producers, 
one of them being Michael Prendergast. Duffy started working for Prendergast as a 
singer, but when he got into the studio, everything came together for him. “| had been 
writing poetry and songs a lot, and | was looking for this kind of outlet. It was a perfect 
combination of everything—of art, of my dancing, of music together.” 


Given his electro-sound, one has to wonder if it’s a product of the moment, as the 

ea resurgence of electro is hot in Europe 
right now, most especially in the UK. 
After all, how many artists put out a rock 
album to gain credibility once the pop 
market enters one of its waning phases? 
Duffy refutes this, and cites his love of the 
sounds of his youth as his driving inspira- 
tion in the face of what is becoming the 
rapid hip-hopification of the American 
| market. 


*| think my music will always be 
groove-oriented sounds, as that’s the 
sound that | feel most comfortable in,” he 
says. “I’ve already used some organic 
instruments like in the title track Here | 
Come, we use electric guitars, in Beautiful 
Release, in Rising... There will always be 
(an electro-oriented sound. | won't be 
| coming out with Matthew Duffy - The Jazz 
| Album or anything.” 

Not that Duffy isn’t familiar with an 
unplugged sound. “When | perform live 
sometimes, | perform just with musicians, 
and don’t use any MIDI tracks or any 
electro, any of the sequencing—we just 
do it all live with guitars or piano, or 
cellos, or violins—it depends.” The 
venue, of course, determines how he ends 
up performing the pieces. In clubs, doing 
the performance to track can be prefer- 
able. “I do dance, so | can present every- 
thing in a live show with dancers, 
choreography and staging, but if I’m doing 


a more traditional music venue, 
| will strip it down and redo all 
the parts with live musicians.” 


Duffy’s status as openly gay in 
the pop scene is something of a 
rarity in America. Given the 
nature of the market, where so 
many artists are closeted for 
fear of what may happen to 
them if their sexuality makes 
them un-sellable to the target 
demographics, Duffy takes this 
mentality in stride. 


“I’m sure there have been 
certain limitations from it in 
terms of mainstream corporate 
America, or other record 
opportunities that would have 
come together if | hadn’t been so direct and open, but | feel like | need to be someone 
to incite change.” Duffy pauses for a moment. “I didn’t think about this in the beginning, 
but now that I’ve been blessed enough to be successful in certain circles, it’s like | have to 
be the one to make a difference. If | don’t make a difference, if | don’t be open and free 
and like what I’m saying and who | am, then nothing will ever change.” 


The self-imposed mantle of role model is something that Duffy takes seriously, given 
that he didn’t feel like he had any successful, openly gay role models growing up. The 
decision to make that difference is one he calls instinctual. 


The upcoming year is a busy one for Duffy, as he works on writing his second album, 
but he also looks to tackle Europe. After playing two shows in Paris in April, Duffy is 
looking forward to strengthening his presence in a place where dance artists are 
respected. And what about Canada? 


“Let’s do it—l’ve never been, actually. | would love to go! It’s on my list, | promise.”

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Rainbow over Rideau Hall?

Few people outside of Quebec and the CBC had ever heard of Michaelle Jean and her 
husband Jean-Daniel Lafond until the stunning announcement by the prime minister that they 
were to be the new occupants of Rideau Hall from September 27 onwards. 


Madame Jean is, at 48, one of the youngest ever Governors-General. She is also an 
immigrant, coming from Haiti. She and her family fled the crazy regime of Francois ‘Papa Doc’ 
Duvalier in 1968 and settled in Quebec. 


In Quebec, she prospered as a CBC journalist and is known to a few English Canadians as 
host of The Passionate Eye. The last Governor General, Adrienne Clarkson, was also a CBC 
TV journalist and host. 


Madame Clarkson highlighted 
her role as technical Commander- 
In-Chief of the armed forces and 
greatly raised their profile. On the 
negative side, she doubled her 
budget from $10 million to almost 
$20 million a year between 1999 
and 2005 and was criticized for 
lavish foreign tours with a few 


dozen well-chosen friends. 
The Governor General's personal flag 


In the old days a dusty old Earl 
or Lord happily filled the post of Governor General, which some say is stuffy and outdated. 
| actually prefer having a Governor General as a potential check and balance on some crazy 
future prime minister and have never supported the idea of a Canadian president, who would 
likely be some old, corrupt, burned out and possibly mad ex-politician, likely to sell off or steal 
the Rideau Hall silver. 


Even so, | was surprised by the choice of Jean, who is little known and doesn’t seem to me 
to have contributed as much to Canada as some | could name. Recently | told Joyce Milgaard 
she would be a more fitting choice for her services to Justice, but she laughed me to scorn 
at the very idea. 


Parliament Hill thinking is that the ever devious Liberal Party has chosen Jean to win back 
alienated Quebecers, who are still mightily pissed off over the Adscam case. The fact that 
Jean began as a poor immigrant and a black one at that is also believed to be part of the 
Liberal plot to win votes.

Worse was soon to come when it leaked out that Madame Jean and her French-born 
husband were known to have associated with Quebec separatists in the past—up to and 
including some of those involved with terrorism in the 1970's.

They got one, but it didn’t actually deny past association with separatists and didn’t deny 
once having sympathy for the cause.

We will just have to trust they did see the light. Having a separatist Governor General in 
charge of the armed forces could be awkward if push comes to shove. And if it happened, 
Her Majesty would have to offer the vice-regal couple new quarters in the Tower of London 
rather than at stately Rideau Hall. 


This hilarious saga did set me thinking though. If the Rideau Hall appointment is now to 
showcase Canadians who have risen above adversity in our vast multiculti mosaic, is it not 
time for gays or lesbians to get the ultimate appointment as Queen’s representative in 
Canada? 


We have had to overcome much adversity and discrimination just like Mme. Jean. We can 
now marry and have entered mainstream society, so why not acknowledge this with the next 
vice-regal appointment? We have many successful individuals and couples in the worlds of 
business, Arts and media. (Hint: | once worked as a CBC producer and have broadcast on 
the local, national and international CBC networks. A CBC pattern seems to be developing 
after Clarkson and Jean. Wink, wink). 


Imagine Rideau Hall with a new colour scheme—all the colours of the rainbow in the 
ballroom. The post could be held by a married couple or an individual gay man who could 
choose a well-upholstered queenly consort to help him. There is no shortage of drag queens 
in Winnipeg who would be more than happy to fill the role. A call to the Snowy Owl 
Monarchist League would bring many applicants. 


Imagine all the dressing up and all those lovely young men in uniforms guarding the gay 
vice-regals day and night. The Gay Hussars would triumph. And rolling out a pink carpet to 
the reviewing stand would be a photographer's dream. 


Forget about the blood blue and seriously consider the blood pink. Instead of representing 
a single Queen, this new Excellency could rightfully represent hundreds of queens across the 
country. Fabulous cocktail parties could be organized, with a chance to wear medals, tiaras 
and all kinds of fabulous bling bling. 


The Order of the Garter could take on a new meaning, with Rideau Hall mirroring the 
splendours of Versailles or Windsor, since everyone who is anyone in the gay realm would 
have to come and pay homage. 


Doubtless, there are many gifted Canadian gay candidates, but what about former Toronto 
filmmaker and current Elton John boyfriend David Furnish? He is Canadian and they already 
hold a posh White Tie And Tiara Party at their lavish home in Windsor, England, every 
summer.

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TAB HUNTER CONFIDENTIAL : 
The Making of a Movie Star 


The judgment of a good autobiography is always based 
upon the life of the author. Tab hunter Confidential is a fast 
paced story rich in Hollywood history. One of the biggest 
screen idols of the 50s and 60s, as well as a recording artist 
with the number one hit Young Love, Art Gelien made the 
transition to Tab Hunter very quickly before he was 
twenty-five years old. 


As an introverted and extremely attractive young 
nineteen year old, Art was discovered by a Hollywood 
agent in 1951 and transformed into Tab Hunter by the 
Warner Studio publicity machinery. He quickly became a 
number one box office attraction, a pin-up boy for millions 
of star struck teenage girls (and boys who were friends of Dorothy) and he sang his way 
to the top of the music charts. 


His life is a fascinating story of ups and downs, twists and turns but his career is not 
the traditional movie star story. As a part of the Hollywood studio system of the Fifties, 
being gay was not easy. However, with “girlfriends” including Debbie Reynolds and 
Natalie Wood, men friends like Anthony Perkins, James Dean and Rudolf Nureyey, Tab 
managed to survive the scrutiny of the gossip columnists and the early days of tabloid 
journalism. 


Starting with his difficult childhood and family relationships, this biography is frank and 
honest about personal details making for a very down to earth account. In Tab’s own 
words, “This is no fairy tale. It does, however, start like one.” It plays out through a fifty- 
plus year career with trials and tribulations but ends in classic movie style with a real-life 
happy ending. However, as with all good rags to riches stories, this one has its share of 
wicked witches and fairy godfathers. 


Covering a long career from major big screen box office hits, through the transition 
from the major studio system, to the birth of independent productions via European ‘B’ 
movies, several T.V. series and roles, followed by the dinner theatre circuit, finally Tab— 
along with his partner Allan—became an independent producer. Along the way thanks to 
producer/director John Waters, Tab made a career comeback when he co-starred with 
Divine in Polyester. The movie became a box office success and later evolved into a cult 
classic. Tab starred in this movie against everybody’s advice but it changed the future 
direction of his life. In his own words, “It was ‘divine’ intervention!” 


A chance meeting with Allan Glaser, who at the time was an up and coming young 
executive responsible for Creative Development at 20th Century Fox, led to a profes- 
sional and personal partnership that has lasted for over twenty years. Their successful 
production company has produced several current movie hits. 


During his impressive career, lab co-starred with the likes of Sophia Loren, John Wayne, 
Paul Newman, Robert Mitchum and more. His story is full of fascinating anecdotes about 
his famous fellow actors and many newcomers who went on to become famous in more 
recent television series like Three’s Company or Archie Bunker’s All in the Family. Tab has 
guest starred in many recent T.V. series and as a result, his book is full of Hollywood 
name-dropping. However, with co-author Eddie Muller, they manage to make every part 
of Tab’s life interesting. Like a good fiction or suspense story, this life story draws the 
reader in and leaves you wondering 
what could possibly happen next. 


After quadruple heart by-pass 
surgery and a stroke, Tab decided it was 
time to put pen to paper and tell his 
story. Years ago, movie producer 
Howard Koch encouraged Tab to write 
a book but at the time Tab didn’t have 
the guts to reveal everything. Now, 
decades later, he decided his story was 
better told from the horse’s mouth 
than from some horse’s ass. Travel the 
amazing journey of Art Gelien’s life 
from a New York childhood to stardom 
and his present life of contentment. W

Faith for Everyone

As homosexuals, we have been increasingly marginalized and segregated since 
the creation of the term just over 100 years ago, fighting to claim both our place 
in history and in society. As people of faith, we have been revered and perse- 
cuted, loved and reviled and told repeatedly that God loves everyone except fags. 


| can’t speak for God, as some would presume they can but | can speak to the 
richness of faith that many members of the gay community possess, having 
suffered numerous trials simply to accept themselves, let alone be accepted by 
others. 


On the parish level the Church’s acceptance of homosexuals varies widely, 
from enthusiastic welcome to outright rejection. Some gay people have been 
badly hurt by negative attitudes and ignorance in the Church and find partici- 
pating in regular parish activities difficult. Many gay people who grew up in the 
Anglican Church, or who have looked to the Church for spiritual nurture, have 
been turned away by anti-gay prejudice and rhetoric. 


Working from a seed of an idea from fifteen years ago—but only formed six 
months ago—members of Integrity London meet to honour and explore the 
sexual/spiritual diversity within and around the London region as a way to breach 
the dichotomy between the church and its treatment of homosexuals and to 
begin to heal those wounds. 


Canada’s first Integrity chapter was organized in 1975 and local chapters are 
now active in several cities across the country. Integrity Canada is a national 
network of organizations and friends working toward the full inclusion of gay and 
lesbian people in the life of the Anglican Church of Canada. They are part of the 
international lesbian and gay Christian movement, encouraging churches around 
the world to promote the basic human rights of gay and lesbian people and to 
support their active participation in the life of the Church. 


Father Greg Smith, pastor at Christ Church is pleased with the support the 
group has received, “People are standing up to be recognized. It’s not just Christ 
Church people here. It’s the point of Integrity London, it’s here for everyone.” 


Wendell Davidson, a member of the group says there is a “Positive feeling of 
inclusion in the diocese.’ There were fifty people at the inaugural meeting in 
February and the group is currently reaching hundreds of people at this point 
from all over the diocese. The feelings of religious exclusion are not unique to 
any one faith so the group is not exclusively Anglican or Christian but open to 
any who want worship in the Judaeo-Christian tradition in a caring and 
supportive environment. A highlight for the group occurred in May when they 
displayed their program at the Diocese of Huron Synod and, although some 
Integrity London members felt the reception was mixed, they also felt the experi- 
ence and outreach was positive. 


Those who have sought out the group are like the many gays who were forced 
from their faith upon coming out or felt at odds because they did not fit the 
typical ‘church family’ stereotype. “I got away from going to church after not 
feeling a part of a family or couple. It was wonderful to find a place where | fit 
in with a great sense of community”, says group member Chris Graham. 


Father Sylvia’s experience is exemplary of the struggles that gay clergy have 
endured, “| was angry and felt ripped off because here was my choice, love of my 
partner or love of my church.” Hers is a story of endurance in faith and one that 
has seen changes in the church first hand. “Because of AIDS, a lot of clergy were 
very anguished about knowing how to be respectful in funeral liturgy, all that 
paralleled the church,” Father Sylvia says. There were those who looked at that 
great loss and felt challenged by the teachings of the church, challenges that have 
brought about a highly public schism between fundamentalist and progressives in 
Christianity, Judaism and Islam. “We’re not standing still, we're not just treading 
water, we're making small steps,’ Father Sylvia says. 


“The one thing | found to be particularly difficult, it was harder to be a lesbian 
in the church than a Christian in the gay community,’ says Pam another member 
of the group, “Everyone here has other issues that are equally important but it is 
a place where there is common ground and it empowers us by faith put into 
practice.” 


“| have someone to talk to with a new vocabulary and a new answer. These are 
my brothers and sisters in Christ,’ says Rachael Walker, a newly ordained and 
heterosexual Anglican Priest serving in an interim ministry, responding as to why 
she became a part of the group.

Integrity London offers members a place to feel safe and speak their mind. 
They are also supportive of straight members trying to reconcile their faith with 
a belief in equality,and welcoming to queer or queer friendly clergy. “So many of 
those who are friends of gays are here and being supportive,” Father Sylvia says. 


The next step for Integrity London is to consolidate the group by the new 
year, encourage new members to join and to be a resource for the larger 
community, “But we need to equip ourselves for that,’ Father Smith says. As part 
of their ongoing programming, guest clergy have been scheduled for the rest of 
2005. The group meets at Christ Church the first Sunday of the month and 
everyone is welcome.

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Safety in Numbers

It’s time for an experiment. 


At the very end of this paragraph will 
come two words to focus on. Read 
them and then picture the first thing 
that comes to your mind. Ready? Ok, 
here it goes: domestic violence. 


Now, you see, the first thing that 
flashed in my mind was the stereotyp- 
ical drunken husband, slouched in an 
old brown couch, and wearing a stained 
‘wife-beater’ shirt. |, like many others, 
have a pre-conceived notion of what 
constitutes domestic violence. It 
brings images of that COPS television 
show where the good-looking officer 
has to arrest the disorderly straight 
people.

Now hopefully, dear reader, you're more enlightened than |. And if not, join me in 
learning that domestic violence affects the GLBT community just as much as it does 
the straight community. Family violence can include the non-traditional definitions of 
families as well. We all know of the old adage ‘there’s safety in numbers’, but what 
about when you're alone with an abusive partner? Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual and 
Transgendered people abuse each other just as much as other people. And now there’s 
a new ray of light for Albertan victims of such abuse to seek help. 


Across the province, from small towns to large cities, are a variety of domestic 
violence help centers. Until recently, information regarding same-sex domestic 
violence has been limited to an incredibly select few organizations that specialize in the 
field. No system has been in place to distribute this valuable data and research to non- 
GLBT organizations across Alberta. 


Enter Safety Under the Rainbow. This organisation took advantage of a portion of 
the two-million dollar provincial government fund set up to spearhead projects across 
Alberta regarding all types of family violence and bullying. With access to $73,000 in 
funding, Safety Under the Rainbow plans to provide same-sex domestic violence 
training seminars for those working in Albertan outreach and violence-education 
organizations. The program runs from September |, 2005 to August 31, 2006. Once 
completed, a much larger number of the provinces’ service providers will be trained 
and better equipped to deal with same-sex domestic violence as well as harassment 
and bullying. 


Jane Oxenbury is a chartered psychologist who helped to develop the proposal and 
that was ultimately approved for Safety Under the Rainbow. She says sharing informa- 
tion with those assisting GLBTs who have been affected by family violence is crucial: 
“Part of our job is to develop research in the area, to research what's out there and 
what’s needed; to review; to get agencies opened up to the education, prevention and 
support of individuals based on family violence; to train people—not individuals, but 
service providers—and hopefully to create a coalition so that all the groups in Alberta 
can be linked and everyone will know what other programs are doing and will be able 
to refer to other programs, and perhaps learn from each other as well.”

Many Alberta Groups have stepped up to the plate to assist with Safety Under the 
Rainbow, proving that there is indeed ‘safety in numbers’. Oxenbury adds, “We have 
everything from a university student who has done lots of research in the area to the 
CBCA (Child Birth Control Assoc.), Violence Information and Education Centre, 
GLSCA, Peer Support Services for Abused Women, the Calgary Distress Centre... we 
have tons of people that have been really supportive of the way we have been doing 
this work. It’s a huge partnership. We're really fortunate.” 


Not as fortunate, though, are those affected by violence. In statistics remarkably 
similar to straight-couple violence, an average of twenty-five to thirty-three per cent of 
same-sex couples report being affected by or a party to domestic violence. While 
lesbian and gay instances are quite similar in number to each other, the form of each 
abuse differs with men being more physical and women more verbal and psychological. 
These statistics too, are close to stats for heterosexual cases. Jane Oxenbury isn’t 
surprised either, admitting “(It) makes sense because it doesn’t matter what your sexual 
orientation is, you still learn that power over other people works.” 


So, what constitutes abuse? Again, Oxenbury levels the playing field:“When it comes 
to domestic family violence, we're talking the same as you would be in a heterosexual 
relationship. We're talking physical, verbal, emotional, psychological, sexual, financial, 
(and) spiritual. Control issues, manipulative issues, all of that is part and parcel of 
domestic violence whether you're gay or straight.” 


While the issues can sometimes remain the same, dealing with victims of same-sex 
domestic violence can vary greatly. Oxenbury admits that the data itself on such abuse 
is sparse. Often, people who have come out as homosexuals can still find it hard to 
come out again as victims of domestic violence. Safety Under the Rainbow will also 
help gather and distribute better data and ways of dealing with GLBT victims of this 
violence. 


The organization is also preparing to train people on how to better help GLBT 
youth. Bullying and harassment because of sexual discrimination brings forth the 
potential for these youth to experience or consider depression, suicide, truancy from 
school and drug/alcohol abuse. It seems only fitting for Safety Under the Rainbow to 
include Alberta youth in its program training when one considers that the $73,000 in 
funding was received from Alberta Children’s Services. 


Jane Oxenbury says she was amazed at how quickly the Alberta government 
responded to the proposal that became Safety Under the Rainbow. In fact, she says it 
was Premier Ralph Klein that called forth the Alberta Round Table on Family Violence 
and Bullying, from which the idea to propose Safety Under the Rainbow was formed. 
Although it may seem like a back-handed form of recognizing GLBT couples from a 
government that has stood against legalizing such partnerships, the fact remains that 
help will soon be better given and personalised to those who need it. 


With centers across the province sharing information and receiving training on how 
to personalize the services they give to members of the GLBT community, Safety 
Under the Rainbow will strengthen not only the ties between these separate entities 
but also the people affected by domestic violence and bullying. By raising awareness of 
the issue of abuse in the GLBT communities, it won’t be just the numbers of service 
providers in outreach programs becoming enlightened. It will be people like you and 
me.
